The  Examination  for  Admission  to  the  Professional  Course  at 

the  English-French  Model  Schools 


1.  (1)  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  professional  course  at  an  English- 
French  Model  School  for  a  Grade  C  certificate,  shal  have  successfully 
completed  the  prescribed  courses  of  the  Fifth  Form  of  a  Public  or  Separate 
School  in  the  following  subjects: 

Group  I:  English  Literature  (See  Circular  No.  58),  Reading,  Writing. 
Canadian  History  and  Civics,  Art,  Elementary  Science. 

Group  II:  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  English  Composition, 
Geography,  Spelling. 

NOTE — As  the  course  for  Entrance  into  the  English-French  Model  Schools  should 
be  covered  in  one  year,  the  examinations  will  necessarily  be  of  a  less  difficult  character 
than  those  set  for  the  Model  Entrance  or  the  Public  School  Diploma  in  the  same  subjects. 

(2)  Question  papers  will  not  be  .set  by  the  Department  of  Education 
in  any  of  the  subjects  of  Group  I.  To  be  granted  credit  for  any  of  these 
subjects  a  pupil  in  attendance  at  a  school  inspected  by  an  officer  of  this 
Department,  shall  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  therein 
and  shall  have  passed  comprehensive  tests  conducted  by  the  teacher  of  the 
subject  or  subjects  with  an  average  of  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  aggre¬ 
gate  marks  assigned  to  each  subject  in  all  the  tests  of  the  school  year. 
One  of  these  tests  shall  be  held  towards  the  close  of  the  school  year  and 
shall  cover  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  The  Principal  of  the  school 
shall  certify  that  the  foregoing  conditions  have  been  fulfilled. 

(3)  In  the  subjects  of  Group  II  question  papers  will  be  set  by  the 
Department  of  Education.  Candidates  will  be  granted  credit  for  any 
subject  on  which  they  obtain  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks 
assigned  to  the  subject. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  above,  candidates  shall  pass  a  Departmental 
examination  in  French  Grammar  and  French  Composition.  The  percentage 
standard  shall  be  50  per  cent,  of  the  marks  assigned  to  each  paper. 

(5)  in  lieu  of  the  examination  tests  provided  above,  a  standing  of  at 
least  40  per  cent,  at  the  Departmental  Lower  School  examination  may  be 
substituted  in  the  case  of  Arithmetic  and  Grammar. 


(6)  At  the  above  examinations  candidates  shall  be  required  to  submit 
their  written  answers  in  English. 

(7)  The  selections  in  Literature  for  this  examination  shall  be  those 
of  the  Public  School  Diploma  course,  First  Year.  (See  Circular  No.  58.) 

(8)  Candidates  for  the  English-French  Model  Entrance  examination 
are  requested  to  make  application  not  later  than  May  1st,  on  Forms  that 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Inspector  or  from  the  Principal  of  the  school 
which  they  attend. 

(9)  Candidates  who  do  not  present  the  Principal’s  certificate  for 
Group  I,  but  who  have  passed  the  Departmental  examination  in  the 
subjects  of  Group  II  and  in  the  two  French  papers,  may  write  on  the 
subjects  of  Group  I  at  the  opening  of  the  English-French  Model  School 
and,  if  successful,  may  be  granted  admission. 

2.  (1)  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Professional  course  at  an  English- 
French  Model  School  leading  to  a  Grade  B  certificate  shall  have  success¬ 
fully  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  the  Fifth  Form  of  a  Public  or 
Separate  School,  or  of  the  Lower  School  of  a  High  School,  Collegiate 
Institute,  or  Continuation  .School  in  the  following  subjects: 

Group  I:  English  Literature,  (See  Circular  No.  58),  English  Comp- 
position,  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Algebra,  and  Geometry. 

Group  II:  Canadian  History  and  Civics,  Arithmetic,  English  Gram¬ 
mar,  Geography,  Art,  Physiography,  and  any  two  of  Botany, 
Zoology,  Agriculture,  (1st  year),  Agriculture,  (2nd  year.) 

(2)  (a)  Candidates  shall  submit  certificates  of  having  passed  the 
English-French  Model  Entrance  examination  in  English  Composition, 
Spelling,  French  Grammar,  French  Composition,  and  English  Grammar. 

(b)  For  the  other  subjects  of  Group  I  the  certificate  of  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  under  Section  (2),  page  35,  of  the  Public  and  Separate  School  Courses 
of  Study  will  be  accepted. 

(c)  For  the  subjects  of  Group  II  a  Departmental  Lower  School 
certificate  is  required. 

(3)  At  all  the  written  examinations  except  in  French  Grammar  and 
French  Composition  candidates  shall  submit  their  answers  in  English. 

(4)  Before  admission  to  the  course  candidates  shall  pass  at  the  Model 
School  an  oral  examination  in  English  and  French  Reading  and  Conver¬ 
sation. 

(5)  Candidates  who  have  Model  Entrance  standing  in  all  the  subjects 
except  in  English  Literature,  Reading,  Algebra,  and  Geometry  of  Group 
I,  may  take  an  examination  in  these  subjects  under  the  Principal  at  the 
opening  of  the  English-French  Model  School,  and,  if  successful,  may  be 
granted  admission. 

NOTE— In  1926  candidates  who  have  Model  Entrance  standing  except  in  one 
or  more  of  the  subjects  specified  in  2  (2)  (a)  the  Department  will  provide  an  examination 
at  the  opening  of  the  Model  Schools.
